The ChainsanS' 

As wo bear of the rnpid nppvoaoli of 
the Penitentiary buildingtowards com- 
pletion wo experience u feeling of sa- 
tisfaction, because when tbo criminals 
shall have been gathered bonoath that 
roof tbo demoralizing spectacle of 
gangs of convicts marching through 
our public streets on thoir way to and 
from work, guarded by armed mou 
and their steps keeping pace with tbo 
horrid clauk! clank! clank! of thoir 
chains, will be over. The presoiit sys- 
tem of utilizing convict labor was in- 
troduced in 1859. A number of sturdy 
criminals were confined in Victoria 
gaol, theu tbo receptacle for offendeis 
from all parts of tho Island and Main- 
land. Theso men had nothing to do, 
save to plot mischief and invent plnns 
for malting thoir escape, for "Hatan 
finds some mischief still for idle hands 
hands to do." Several "breaks" of 
convicts occurred. Some got clear 
away. Others were recaptured after 
stout resistance. One Sunday evening a 
most audacious plot for a "general gaol 
d •livery" without tbo aid of the Assize 
Court was all but successful. The gaoler 
was iibout to p'aco tho convicts in their 
cobs for the night. He had a revolver iu 
a bolt strapped round his waist, and tho 
bunch of prison keys in his hand. He 
placad a key in ouo of tho cell-doors and 
beckoned a convict toenter. At that mo-, 
mont a dozen convicts closod round him. 
One whipped the revolver from its 
nhoithund tho others pushed tho gaoler 
into tho cell and lo.-ked him up. Only oue 
of tho oriminuls got away. Ho scaled tho 
fence ut tho rear of the gaol, dropped from 
tho top into Laugley street aud ran off, 
but was captured the same night secreted 
under a house on Douglas street, his pre- 
sence there beiug betrayed by the clauk- 
ing of tho chains ho wore. It was then 
felt that employment must bo found for 
tho couvicts — that their bodies and minds 
must bo kept so busily employed as to 
give thorn no timo to plot aud scheme for 
liberty. So the chain gang system came 
into existence. Perhaps it was tho best 
tint could have been devised at tho lime: 
but it should have been a temporary ar- 
rangement. Years aud years ago a p?oper 
place of confinement should havo been 
provided for criminals far removed 
from tho city where their presence 
would not havo been a sight offen- 
sive to the public eye and destruct. 
ivo to tho public morals. "Oh," says tho 
ardent moral reformer, "You want to pre- 
vent others from following in their foot- 
steps. You want to show tho young to 
what a terribio eud they will comoif they 
do wrong. Koep the awful example. then, 
always before their eyes and they will 
grow up to bo good men and women." 
Good, indeed! "What does Pope say about 
the danger of becoming too well acquaint- 
ed with vice: 

'•Vic Is a n-.onBlcr of n frightful rnion, 
As, to be hated, needs but tu bo seen ; 
But seen too utt, familiar to the face, 
We first endure, tlien pity, then embrace," 

There is a volume in theso few lines. 
Tho argument that is advanced as tho 
strongest in favor of the maintenance of 
tho chaiugang is its very worst recom- 
mendation, Who has been made better 
by the practice of parading degraded niun 
through tho strouls with chains on thoir 
limbs? Is tho city morally cleaner ? San 
Francisco has maintained a chaiogapg for 
twenty-six years; and is a sink of ini- 
quity of the blackest description. It is 
but too evident ihat the chaiugang has 
not proved a moral reformer there. Wo 
beliovc — wo have not the slightest doubt 
— that the Hpectault) daiiy seen in our most 
frequ ired thoroughfares has a pernicious 
effect on the young. In place of acting 
a-adot rreni the constant tsifdit of vice 
gradually aceus'oms the youthful mind 
to it.und ii conn s to be n gai dt d, finally, as 
g rattier plea-ant companion. It should 
not be f irgtitten, toe, that i xposure hard- 
ens aciiminal instead of making him 
more liable to be reached by moial in- 
fluences, and tho prison, oetsiog to be a 
refurma'orv, becomes a hell over the por- 
tals oi which might be written, "All hope 
abandon, ye « bo i nti r here " 

If tho Penitentiary were notwoll under- 
weigh we i-h- uld deem it our duty to call 
on the citizeDS to tike some steps to give 
a very decided expression of opinion on 
tho anbjoct Under tho cireumstuuecs, 
perhaps it would be as well to let hnd 
enough alone, but to prepare to resist any 
attempt that may be m do by the City 
Government to apply the system to 
offenders against Municipal laws. 

Still Another Falsehood. 

Frank Beegati left the city yesterday.for 
Cimsiar with tin' appoinl moutof constable, 
in whut ho is pleased to call his pocket 
liteg^n's claims on the Ministry arc great, 
we wfre going to eay almost as groat as 
that of poor fawning "Punch." His claim? 
were founded upon the fact of his being 
igaominioualy hustled out of one of Mr. 
Duck's committee meetings when playing 
the low degraded part of spy. He has since 
distinguished himself in tho gallery of 
the House tapping the floor with his boots 
to try and get up a little applause for tho 
Ministry. Of course ho always got tho 
wink to do so from the Fitmnoo Minister. 
Beegan— we beg his pardon — Constable 
Beegan, appeared to bo on very familiar 
terms with the Ministry, probably because 
' Birds of feather." You know tho rest. 
"Every man has hisprice." — Standard of 
yesterday. 

Wo have tho authority of tho Govern- 
ment for stating that there is oot the slight 
cat atom of truth in tho above paragraph 



beyond tho fact that thoro is a porson in 
existence named Frank Boegan aud that 
ho has gone to Oausiar; but ho has neither 
been appointed to nn office nor has ho 
boon promised an appointment. Wo can 
understand a low ordor of mind like tho 
Standard's grossly libeling a Government 
that has refused to command its services; 
but wo cannot seo why private citizens 
should bo dragged into mud to make a 
point against a Ministry. Tho attack on 
Frank Beegan is ail tho mora to bedepre- 
catod because ho has left tho city and is 
unable to auswer tho foul charges made 
against him Horace Grcoloy once said: 
" 1'here is nothiug easier in this wicked 
world than to edit a blackguard paper, and 
nothing moro difficult than to got up a 
newspaper free from foulness and black- 
guardism.

(t>) To keep a record of all bis procoe dl n^H lu booka 

to be provided him for that purpose and to 

report to the Board of Health weekly, or 

oftener If necessary. 

(c) He Shall visit all etcani or other vemels coming 

fr..m foreign torts carrying pussenncrs before 
their uriival at tho wliart iu the purts of Vic- 
toria aud Esquimalt. 

(d) To examine all sources of filth and causes of 

sickness which may bo on board any vessel, 
at any wharf within the Harbor of tho City of 
Victorli. or which may have bcun landed from 
any vessel on any wharf or other place, when 
notified of the same, and report the same to 
the Hoard of Health or tu tho Mayor. 

(e) In eiee any contagious or Infectious dtsei.se 

eilKts upon any vessel coming within the 
Harbors of Victoria or Esquimau, t.i notify 
the Quarantine Officer immediately of tuefaot 
•with the view of having such vessel cjuaran- 
tloed. 

(f) To report to the Hoard of Health or to the Mayor 

any nuisance which lie may considi r Bucb, 
nrining from defective Bowers or decaying 
animal or vegetable matter or other cauae, 
within the City. 

(g) On any case or cases of contagious or Infectious 

disease or diseases within the City being rc 
Viorled 10 uim, to viait the same and to report 
to the Major or to the BoTd of Health any 
such case or chbci, and to tako such atops as 
the Board of Health may direct. 

II. Tho said Health Officer shall, whilst ho shall 
continue to be omployed. receive as rointi- eratlon a 
salary at tho ra.e of »oOU per annum, payable month- 
ly by Instalments of $:.u per month.

The Toronto Globe's Philadelphia cor- 
respondent says of Columbia's show: 
" there is anthracite coal from Cowichan, 
Vancouver Island. The method taken to 
represent the amount of gold which has 
been thus far produeou in British Colum- 
bia is an exceedingly good one, though 
not peculiar to ourselves. A small octag- 
onal crystal of gold surmounting tho pyr- 
amid represents tho average annual yield. 
A large gilt pyramid has boon constructed 
of such dimensions that if made of solid 
gold it would equal in weight all tho rnot- 
al obtained from the British Columbia 
mines during tho years 1858-75 inclusive. 
Tho value of this mass of solid gold would 
bo §37,839,851. Tho samo method of 
representation has boon adopted by New- 
South Wales, Queensland, and New Zea- 
land. Tho square column belonging to 
tho first, represent* a mass of gold valued 
at $167,919,365, all of which was mined 
during tho years 1851-71 inclusive. Tho 
Queensland column represents a weight 
of over 05^ tons, and tho New Zealand 
one a value of 8151,271,293. Tho best 
Hpecimous of silver oro aud ingots are 
from tho Silvor Islot Mining Company. 
Iu tho Geological Soction, though not 
properly connected with it, aro some in- 
teresting specimens of grain grown in 
British Columbia and the Peace Rivor 
Valley. One is a lino specimen of 
" Souleu " fail wheat, grown on tho Pn- 
cilic slope, on a farm lying in latitudo 53 
deg. N., and at an elevation of 1,800 feet, 
the yield being 40 bushols to tho acre. 
There aro some tine oats from Vancouver 
Islau-.l, and some good oats aud barley 
from the Peace River. Tho barley bears 
n label which tells that it was grown at 
the Fort Chipweyan mission on Lake 
Athabasca, in latitudo 58 dog. -13 N., and 
longitude 111 dog. 18 W. ; that it was 
sown on tho 8th of Juno, aud cut on tho 
27th of August, 1875, and that the yield 
was 58 bushols per aero.

EUROPE. 

Loxdon, May 31. — All the Loudon 
journals argue favorably for Turkey 
in consequence of tbo revolution. 

A special to the "Pall Mall Gazette" 
from Berlin says newspapers there 
unanimously regard tho change favor- 
ably though tho [lowers appear inclin- 
ed to maintain an observant attitude.

Effendics accossion to the throne with 
satisfaction and sympathy. Tho re- 
volution la attributed to Midhlent 
Pasha's influence. The Pall Mall Gazette! s 
loading article says, "The deposition of 
the Sultan Abdul Aziz is the crowning jus? 
tiflcation of England's course on tho East 
em question and gives to the argumouts 
of the government an infinitely greater 
force. 

Paris, May 31. — It is reported that Lord 
Derby bus informed tho Turkish Ambassa- 
dor that England is prepared to aeiopt an 
International Conference providod tho 
programme is set forth beforehand. 

London, May 31.— A Berlin correspon- 
dent reports that M Plumanac, Monte 
negro Minister of War, had an interview 
with Baron Rodick at Ragus'a on Sunday 
last, and that an alliance offensive and def- 
ensive hud boon concluded upon between 
Servia, Rouusania, Montenegro and 
Greece. 

Germany has requested Turkey to pay 
850,000 indemnity to the family of the 
German Consul murdered at Salonica. 

A Vienna dispatch says tho succession 
of Murad to the O. toman throne iB gen 
erally considered as mainly duo to RuBsia 
instigating Servia and Montenegro to war- 
fare. \f 

It is reported tho Italian government 
has received an invitation from Eng- 
land to oome to an arrangement for united 
action. 

A dispatch from Constantinople says 
that Murad is pledged to constitutional 
government. 

A Paris correspondc.it sws nn official 
dispatch from tho Grand Vizier announ- 
ces that the entire Turkish Cabinet signed 
tho deposition of Sultan. The deposition 
was accomplished during tho night. A 
correspondent adds, if one may judge 
by the steps of the French government it 
must be hoped the other governments aro 
acting tho same way. Tho deposition of 
Abdul Aziz will be immeubo towards solu- 
tion of existing difficulty. 

A dispatch from St Petersburg stateB tho 
Sultan's deposition h is been received as 
an important occasion for peaceful settle- 
ment of the Eastern question which is de- 
sired by all the powers. 

A telegram from Pesth asserts five 
powers agreed to present an identical note 
at Constantinople yestorday, recommend- 
ing two months' armistice. Tho occur- 
rence of the Turkish revolution probably 
prevented its presentation.

DELAYED DBSPATCHES. 

CANADA. 
Quebec, May 30th 3 P. M. — Fire start- 
ed on Scott street at 2 o'clock P. M. to- 
day and is now raging. Fifty houses 
havo already been destroyed. The efforts 
of tho firemen appear moles, and owing 



to a prevailing high wind and the amount 
of inflammable material in tho neighbour- 
hood, it ij foarod that tho groator part 
of tho Saint Louis suburb will bo destroy- 
ed. 

Second dispatch says tho fires continuo 
to rngo with unabated fury. Already tho 
houses destroyod may bo counted by hun- 
dreds. Almost tho entiro population of 
the Saint Louis suburb aro moving, and 
hundreds of unfprtuuato sufferers will be 
compelled to pass tho night in tho opeu 
fields. Thousands of people uro on tho 
streets viewing tho firo. Tho water was 
turned off from tho ward wboro the Are 
started, which uccounted for its rapid 
spread. Tho Asylum of tho Good Shep- 
herd is, now out of danger. 

10 p. m.— Tho firo is still burning fierce- 
ly, but somewhat under control. Tho 
high wind of the afternoon has modera- 
ted, aud a good supply of water is now 
available. Tho fho has passed through 
the centre of tho St. Louis suburb, ex- 
tending from tho extreme western limit 
to tho eastern limit facing tho fortifica- 
tions', then southerly to Grand alley and 
then northerly to Third street, south of 
St. John street. Only an estimate of tho 
Iobs can bo made to-night. Tho number 
of houses burned may bo set down at 
1000, aud the loss at §1,000,000. Tho fields 
adjacent to the burned district aro cov- 
ered with goods of all descriptions. Hun- 
dreds of poor sufferers are compelled to 
puss tho night without shelter. Scott 
street, where tho firo originated, boars an 
unenviable notoriety for tires, having 
been almost wholly destroyed by firo 
twice within tho past fivo years. 

Cayuga, May 29.— Two men, John and 
James Young, in jail hero under sentence 
of death for tho murder of Mr. McDon- 
ald, tried to remove their shackles yestor- 
day morning and attacked tho jailer with 
them, leaving him dead. They then took 
the keys from him and escaped. 

EUROPE. 
jOniion, May 30. — Tu the court of oom- 
non pleas yesterday, before Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge, the action pfTwyoross 
against Albert Graut and others was com- 
menced. It is brought to recover money 
alleged to hnvo been obtained by fraudu- 
lent representations regarding tho Lisbon 
Steam Tramway Co. Hawkins, (J, C.,and 
aud Sergeant Parry, on behalf of defend- 
ants, asked for a postponement, which 
having been refused, they offered to con- 
sent to a vordict for the amount claimed, 
jC50,000. Lord Coleridge said ho could 
not prevent Sir Henry James, plaintiff's 
counsel, from opening tho case, nor did 
he desire to do ho. Tho counsel for de- 
fendant then left tho court, and i i rHeu- 
ry James opened his side of the case, 
which was substantially that a certain 
contract between the Duke Do Saldouk, 
Portuguese Mini -tor here, and Messrs. 
Grant, was not set forth in tho prospec- 
tus which was issued iu -July, 18(1, Sir 
Henry said money was paid for tho inser- 
tion of the notice in tho money articles of 
tho newspapers, for which Sampson, of tho 
Times, received £1,375; Evans, of tho 
Standard, £250; Otter, of tho Daily Nxios, 
£100; and similar amounts were paid to 
tho clerk connected with tho Dally Tele- 
graph. Sergfant Parry, counsel for de- 
fendants, who afterwards returned to 
court, said he would not appoar furthor 
in this case, hut that the actions to follow 
tho result of this suit would undoubtedly 
ho defended.

London, May 30. — A Berlin dispatch 
says that Russia has ordered four more 
gunboats to Besitka Bay and placed them 
at tho disposal of Gen. Ignatiff, tho Rus- 
sian Ambassador at Constantinople. 

A dispatch from Paria announces that 
Henri Rochefort is seriously ill at Gene- 
va, and his complaint is dxopsy of tho 
heart. 

An Alexandria (Egypt) dispatch says 
tho fate of tho Egyptian army iu Abyssin- 
ia is exciting much comment; tho war 
bus doubtless been finished. About 8,000 
soldiers havo arrived at Suez; thoso, with 
others now on the way there and thoso 
awaiting embarkment at Massowah, iu all 
about 5,000, aro taid to be all that may bo 
expoctod. This leaves about 15.000 un- 
accounted for, several thousand were 
doubtless killed in battle and the remain- 
der are unable to leave on account of 
wounds received at Uio commencement of 
tho rainy season. Tho battle of Novem- 
ber last caused a complete annihilation of 
ono regiment; of a number of 000 only 
right returned to Egypt. 



SOUTH AMERICA. 

New York, May 30.— By the steamer 
Gilbert, from Hamburg, dates from Val- 
paraiso are to the 2d inst. The elections 
of the 10th and 17th of April took place 
amid riot and bloodshed both in Valpar- 
aiso and Santiago. Tho Government gain- 
ed twenty-one candidates in thoso two 
places, and the opposition nineteen. These 
elections were for municipal councillors, 
on whom depend tho fato of tho Presiden- 
tial election. 

A firo occurred at Valparaiso on the 28th 
of April. Loss, $100,000, on which there 
was §50,000 insurance. 



CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Panama dates to tho 21st have been re- 
ceived. A preliminary treaty of peace 
has been concluded between Guatemala 
and Salvador, President Vallo and Geu. 
Gonzales, Vice President, of Salvador ah 
dicate their posts. Vallo is to call n junta 
of respectable Salvadorans, who shall 
name a provisional President, this provi- 
sional President shall within ton days call 
nn election, to tako place within a month, 
of President and other officers. After this 
call has been made tho troops of Guate- 
mala will withdraw from Salvador. In tho 
meantime the cities of Santa Anna and 
Han Miguel will be occupied by Guatema- 
lan forces. 



CALIFORNIA. 

Oampo, May 30.— Last Sunday night, a 
party of 11 citizens from Milquaty valley, 
wont to Jacquemche valley to sec the cap- 
tain of the Indians at that ranchero con- 
cerning tb-d disappearance and killing of 
a large number of stock. Upon their ap- 
proach the Indians commenced firing and 
gave a war whoop, tho settlers dismount- 
ed and returned the fire, killing ono In- 
dian instantly', 

7:30 p. IX, — Three runners havo just ar- 
rived from Tccarte. They report a band 
of 100 armed men assembled in Tooarto 
valley, under command of Pueblo Blanco. 
Their purpose is to clean out Campo to- 



night, kill the station keeper, and reach 
horo next movniog. Runners have boon 
sont out to call up tho settlors. 

San Francisco, May ' 29.— Bernal 
Heights, tho ecenu of the recent quartz 
discoveries, was visited yesterday by large 
numbora of people, including many Cali- 
fornia street men. Sovorul additional 
claims have boon staked out, and work 
will at once be commenced on some of 
them to tost the question! Tho whole 
neighborhood is in a'stato of excitement; 
Private advices say there is nothing in it. 
This is considered authentic and from 
well informed persons. 

Gold has been discovered at San Quon- 
tm prison by convicts who wore digging 
a well. Tho diggings prospect from 50 
to 75 cents to tho pan. 

A communication has been received by

EASTERN STATES. 

Omaha, May 29.— Citizens of this placo. 
just arrived from Custer City, say on the 
night of tho 19th that place was attacked 
by Indians, who burned an ammunitios 
house, which, in blowing up, destroyed 
several. His party, numbering 90, leftat 
daylight noxt morning, and cannot give 
particulars. They buried John Schenck, 
of Yankton, who had been shot eight miles 
from Buffalo Gap, on tho north side of 
the Platte, between Rod Cloud and Syd- 
ney. 

On the 8th the Indians attacked a min- 
er's cabin at midnight, between Custer 
and Dogwood, and surprised and killed 
the occupants, who were literally hacked 
to pieces. There are 4000 poop'le in Cus- 
ter und 200 houses. Nothing can bo dono 
on account of tho Indians, for if n man 
goos a milo from camp ulono he loses his 
s jal^i. 

Minneapolis, May 29.— The Tribune 
this afternoon published a lotter from Is- 
rael Haws, just arrived from tho Black 
Hills. Ho corroborates the statements of 
the rumors in regard to the Indian cabin 
stories, and adds that they are not half so 
startling as tho facts. Ho had to bury 
persons killed by Indians every day, and 
gives numerous instances of murderous 
atrocities committed by the redskins. 

"Washington, May 29.— The Committee 
of ( ommorce have authorized Piper to 
make a strong report favorable to a joint 
resolution requesting tho President to ne- 
gouatc an additional article in the Bur- 
liugamo treaty substantially as follows: 
Tho United States do hereby reserve tho 
right to regulate, restrict and prevent tho 
immigration of Chinese subjects into tho 
United States except for commercial pur- 
suits; aud, rooiprocally, tho Emperor of 
China does reserve tho right to regulate, 
restrict and prevent immigration of citi- 
zons of tho United States into China ex- 
cept for commercial purposes. 



The Situation in Con- 
stantinople. 



[Londou Spectator.) 

It is difficult to believo that a catas- 
tropho of some kind can be avoided at 
Constantinople for many months long- 
er, and it may take a somewhat unex- 
pected form. All tho accouuta from 
tho Bosphorus, cautiously as most of 
thoin arc worded — The Government 
of Abdul Aziz, like tho Government of 
Luuia XVI., being; still strong enough 
to punish libels — point to an impend- 
ing collapse, but tho form of that col- 
lapse may still bu a surprise. Ah usu- 
al in decaying States, tho immediate 
cause of tho overturn will be the 
want of ready money. The Sultan's 
Government has for years oppressed 
the provinces, till tho population is 
decaying, the peasantry are ready for 
revolt, and all senses of security, cith- 
er for property or life, has disappear- 
ed; but except on tho European fron- 
tier no formidable insurrection has 
broken out. Tho dominant caste has 
hold togothor like au army, and lias 
proved too strong for the unarmed, 
despondent, and in many places 
thoroughly demoralized subject-races. 
Tho Sultan's Governors aro stil] obey- 
ed, ovon in the cxtromotics of tho Em- 
pire. Tho great feudatories, though 
at their wits' end for money, havo uov- 
ci dared openly to refuso their tribute 
or thoir contingents. The Landwehr 
of tho Empire, the Mohammedan 
Redifs, though deprived oven of ne- 
cessaries, havo never disobeyed the 
order to march, and though they havo 
not hitherto fought with heartiness, 
havo shown no disposition to resist 
their Generals. Tho personal author- 
ity for tho Sultan has, amidst the de- 
cay of tho Empire, rather increased 
than declined. This occurred also 
under tho latter Ccesars, and under 
wretched successor of Philip II. of 
Spain, whoso orders to the last woro su- 
premo with all subjoctH not in avowed 
revolt. So high now is tho authority 
of tlio Sultan that it approaches the 
divine, and the greatest inon in the 
Empire dare not inform him of tho 
most dangerous facts, or address him 
save with their arms shielding their 
eyes from the too groat effulgence of 
his glory. The Sultan has probably 
never seon tho eyes of a Turk fixed, 
however respectfully, on his own. 
Nevertheless, tho decay is creeping 
visibly inwards from tho provinces to 
tho capital, and upwards to tho people 
to the palace. Tho provinces still 
obey, but tho taxes in cash cannot bo 
lovied, and ono causo at loast of Turk- 
ish prostration is that, iu spito of 
grinding oppression in collection, tho 



rovenuo does not arrive at tho central 
Treasuiy, It has long been impossi- 
ble to pay civilians in tho provinces 
reguhuTy, aud uow it is openly pro- 
posed, by men who can press tho 
Treasury, to stop the salaries aud al- 
lowances of all tho Embassies. It has 
long been the practise to compensate 
tho soldiers for deferred pay by license 
to plunder tho provincials, and now 
their very food as they march north- 
wards is only provided by ruiuous iit- 
tlo loans. The bondholder has boon 
openly robbed, and now even the 
bankers of Galata are told that thoy 
must givo up half their claims. The 
unstatosmanliko aud timid policy of a 
half-repudiation has destroyed Turk- 
ish credit without relieving Turkish 
wants, till, though every sixpouce is 
enacted that caii be obtained, the 
Treasury is unablo to borrow abroad 
at auy price, or to soli obligations 
sufficient to raise fractious of a million. 
It is believed by grave politicians that 
the bankruptcy of an Empire 
which holds tho most fertile por- 
tions of Europe and Asia in direct 
sovereignty may arise from the impos- 
sibility of raising £800,000. The 
power of borrowing littlo sums even 
lor a moment is departing. The Grand 
Vizier, already without aid from 
abtoad, has boon obliged to tell the 
money-dealers of tho capital, hitherto 
always paid at any sacrifice, that thoy 
must be treated like tho bondholders, 
and they will give him no moro. It 
requires a Russian intervention, says 
tho well-informed correspondent of 
tho "Times," to rise £100,000, aud 
sums that a counLry banker could pay 
on demand aro borrowed at 24 per 
cont. The misery is even invading 
the Palace. An order from the Sera- 
glio to pay £15,000 was recently di- 
rected to the Customs Office, though 
the revenue there was known to be hy- 
pothecated, because thore alone was 
there any certainty of cash. Already 
the allowynces of tho Sultan's sister 
havo not been paid, and it seems cer- 
tain both that the great Pasha's salar- 
ies will be left owing, that in no long 
time the financiers must leave a direct 
order from the Palaco uusatisfied, aud 
that tho Treasury of Turkey, like tho 
Treasury of France when Turgot took 
office, will be literally without money, 
loans being impossible, promises unsale- 
able, and the taxes anticipated in advance. 
It is quite possible for the Treasury a 
short time hence to be without the moans 
of meeting the Sultan's cheque for £10,- 
000. Tho circlo of devastation is closiug 
in. Constantinople, in fact, is suffering 
at last as the provinces have long suffer- 
ed, and even if the lust fraction of credit 
is destroyed by tho confiscation of tho 
half-interest, the machine may stop any 
day for want of motive power. Till tho 
Sultan knows the truth it may go on, all 
men obeying oven though unpaid, and 
the Sultan knows as yet nothing; but tho 
moment, want touches the Seraglio, tho 
moment au order for an ironclad, or n 
palaco, or a sot of jewels cannot bo obey- 
ed, the Sultan will know all, and will pro- 
bably rush to some extreme of despotic 
fury. 

It is clear that much of all this is thor- 
oughly known to the governing class of 
Constantinople, and clear also that their 
blame for it all is gradually concentrating 
itself upon tho head of the Sultan himself. 
They admit that he is ruining tho coun- 
try. Tho mysterious reverence always 
paid to the Khalif has never prevented 
oxasporatod Mohammedans from dethron- 
ing him, and though tho Sultan is strong 
in the absence of any janissary army, in 
tho extinction of all self-dependent au- 
thorities, and in tho presence of his iron- 
clad fleet iu the Bosphorus, tho power to 
assail his throno can hardly ba totally 
wanting. If tho half-coupons aro ulti- 
mately not paid, the whole wealth of tho 
Mosques, for which tho Sheikh-ul-Islam 
is responsible, will be swept away, and 
tho Uiema will be irritated to madness. 
The Mohammedan mob, always liablo to 
fits of fury, has lately been burning pala- 
ces very closo to tho Soraglio. The troops 
in Constantinople may bo reliod on 
against insurgents, without being trust- 
worthy against a now Sultan. The ele- 
ments of conflagration lie heaped about in 
the capital, and it is difficult to bcliovo 
that the Pashas, at last affected in their 
personal interests, aud long aware of tho 
ruin of their country and their faith, will 
not find means of firing them. If t hoy aro 
convinced, as they aro said to be convinc- 
ed, that the Sultan is responsible, the na- 
tural thought must be to dethrone him; 
and that, as it happens, has been tho re- 
gular course of tho history of Turkey. 
Whether insurgents in Constantinople it- 
self would have the power to overthrow 
tho Sultan, who, like his recent predeces- 
sors, has never forgotten the contingency 
of an insurrection iu his capital, may be 
doubted; but, on the whole, the balance of 
probability is that a movement may occur, 
an active demonstration from some class 
of the community, and that, disliked by 
Christians ns an oppressor, distrusted by 
by Mohammedans as a Giaour, and des- 
pised by tho officials as unable to govern, 
tho Sultan, like Louis Philippe, may find 
uo ouo to defend him. In that event, tho 
Revolution would succeed, tho present 
ruler would be sent away, and a now Sul- 
tan would try tho doubtful experiment of 
roinvigorating an empire whioh wo bo- 
lievo to bi> past all hope, except from tho 
aid of a man of genius sprung from the 
House of Othman. No Grand Vizier, 
whatever his ability, could do anything 
considerable, but a competent Khalif 
might, and it is hard to believo 
that tho Pashas of Turkey, who 
know that perfectly, and who havo every 
reason to dread a stoppage of the. machine, 
will not try a change in tho Sultan before 
they throw up thoir hands. It is impos- 
sible for an outsider, scarcely possible 
even for ( ioncral IgnatiefT, who hears 
everything, to know how far the Sultan is 
protected by tho organization which, for a 
hundred years, has now kept the Head of 
the Housnof Othman safe upon his throne, 
and exempt from the danger which overy 
fow year , threatened tho predecessors of 
Manmoud the terrible; but the accounts 
now pouring in day by day, the evidences 
of Mohammedan rage, and tho teachings 
to bo derived from tho history of Turkey, 
nil point in tho samo direction,— to a sud- 
den and successful emeute in Constantino- 
ple.
